OWNERS HOLDING OFF 


Gloomy fears are entertained re- 
garding employment in the ship- 
yards during - the coming winter. 
Orders for. new ships are, not being 
given in sufficient volume, ‘and at 
this moment there is an undue pro- 


portion of the work now being done 
in the yards which is in the finish- 
ing stages. 

There ig just one gleam of hope 
In-the fact that-an Increased num- 
ber of genuine inquiries are being 


made. But, unless these material- 
ise quickly’ into orders,: they will 
not affect materially the bad pro- 
‘| specta for eraployment in the win 
ter. 
‘Shipowners appear to. be holding 
off, and not placing orders, in the 
hope that lower prices ‘may he 
quoted. But shipbuilders point out 
that the wages of shipyard work- 
ors have recently been increased by 
8s. a week, and’ that shipbuilders 
will never get cheaper ships, be- 
cause, if the yards get “out of 
balance” and men employed in cer- 
tain atages of building a shop have 
to be stood off, the men ‘will get 
J soft again. The yards will then 
| lose the benefit of the .reorganisa-. 
tion that has resulted ‘from the 
greater amount of work that has 
been possible during the last twelve 
months, The ability ‘of the ship- 
yards to quote good prices will un- 
doubtedly be affected if the orders 
undergo any further decline, 
Shipbuilera’ .Losses 
Shipbuilders say. that the work 
they have been doing ever alnce 
the war has been done’ at a loss, 
and: one who, was discussing: the 
matter stated: “Too long have the 
shipbuilders' capital and thelr re- 
serves sailed away in the new 
ships.” ¢ 
It is fervently hoped in the ship-

No. 6, Landale-street, 
Wanchai, and, pleaded “guilty” 
whilst the second man also admit+ 
ted stealing some property in a 
house in Dundas-strect.. 

The two were charged together, 
with thefts at’ Nos. 233 and 238, 
Temple-street. Second accused}, 
pleaded “guilty,” but: No. -1 only 
admitted receiving from ‘the other 
man a gold wrist watch ‘and an 
opium ‘pipe. which, he knew to be 
stolen property, He did not have 
any share in the stealing of the
